SEC. 2. FINDINGS.

Congress makes the following findings:
(1) NEED FOR UNIVERSAL COVERAGE.—

(A) Currently, there are 9,000,000 chil-
dren under the age of 19 that are uninsured.
One out of every 8 children are uninsured while
1 in 5 Hispanic children and 1 in 7 African
American children are uninsured. Three-quar-
ters, approximately 6,800,000, of these children

are eligible but not enrolled in the medicaid
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program or the State children’s health insur-
ance program (SCHIP). Long-range studies
found that 1 in 3 children went without health
isurance for all or part of 2002 and 2003.

(B) Low-income children are 3 times as
likely as children in higher income families to
be uninsured. It is estimated that 65 percent of
uninsured children have at least 1 parent work-
ing full time over the course of the year.

(C) It is estimated that 50 percent of all
leecal immigrant children in families with in-
come that 1s less than 200 percent of the Fed-
eral poverty line are uninsured. In States with-
out programs to cover immigrant children, 57
percent of non-citizen children are uninsured.

(D) Children in the Southern and Western
parts of the United States were nearly 1.7
times more likely to be uninsured than children
in the Northeast. In the Northeast, 9.4 percent
of children are uninsured while in the Midwest,
8.3 percent are uninsured. The South’s rate of
uninsured children is 14.3 percent while the
West has an uninsured rate of 13 percent.

(E) Children’s health care needs are ne-

olected in the United States. One-quarter of
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young children in the United States are not
fully up to date on their basic immunizations.
One-third of children with chronic asthma do
not get a presceription for the necessary medica-
tions to manage the disease.

(F) According to the Centers for Disease
Control and Prevention, nearly 2 of all unin-
sured children have not had a well-child visit in
the past year. One out of every 5 children has
problems accessing needed care, and 1 out of
every 4 children do not receive annual dental
exams. One in 6 uninsured children had a de-
layed or unmet medical need in the past year.
Minority children are less likely to receive prov-
en treatments such as prescription medications
to treat chronic disease.

(G) There are 7,600,000 young adults be-
tween the ages of 19 and 20. In the United
States, approximately 28 percent, or 2,100,000
individuals, of this group are uninsured.

(H) Chronic illness and disability among
children are on the rise. Children most at risk
for chronic illness and disability are children

who are most likely to be poor and uninsured.
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1 (2) ROLE OF THE MEDICAID AND STATE CHIL-
2 DREN’S HEALTH INSURANCE PROGRAMS.

3 (A) The medicaid program and SCHIP
4 serve as a crucial health safety net for
5 30,000,000 children. During the recent eco-
6 nomic downturn and the highest number of un-
7 isured individuals ever recorded in the United
8 States, the medicaid program and SCHIP off-
9 set  losses 1n  employer-sponsored coverage.
10 While the number of children living in low-in-
11 come families increased by 2,000,000 between
12 2000 and 2003, the number of uninsured chil-
13 dren fell due to the medicaid program and
14 SCHIP.
15 (B) In 2003, 25,000,000 children were en-
16 rolled in the medicaid program, accounting for
17 4 of all enrollees and only 19 percent of total
18 program costs.
19 (C) The medicaid program and SCHIP do
20 more than just fill in the gaps. Gains in public
21 coverage have reduced the percentage of low-in-
22 come uninsured by a /4 from 1997 to 2003. In
23 addition, a recent study found that publicly-in-
24 sured children are more likely to obtain medical
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care, preventive care and dental care than simi-
lar low-income privately -insured children.

(D) Publicly funded programs such as the
medicaid program and SCHIP actually improve
children’s health. Children who are currently in-
sured by public programs are in better health
than they were a year ago. Expansion of cov-
erage for children and pregnant women under
the medicaid program and SCIHIP reduces
rates of avoidable hospitalizations by 22 per-
cent.

(E) Studies have found that children en-
rolled in public insurance programs experienced
a 68 percent improvement in measures of
school performance.

(F) Despite the success of expansions in
ogeneral under the medicaid program and
SCHIP, due to current budget constraints,
many States have stopped doing aggressive out-
reach and have raised premiums and cost-shar-
ing requirements on families under these pro-
orams. In addition, 8 States stopped enrollment
in SCHIP for a period of time between April
2003 and July 2004. As a result, SCHIP en-
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rollment fell by 200,000 children for the first

time in the program’s history.

(G) It is estimated that nearly 50 percent
of children covered through SCIHIP do not re-
main in the program due to reenrollment bar-
riers. A recent study found that between 10 and
40 percent of these children are “lost” in the
system. Difficult renewal policies and reenroll-
ment barriers make seamless coverage in
SCHIP unattainable. Studies indicate that as
many as 67 percent of children who were eligi-
ble but not enrolled for SCHIP had applied for
coverage but were denied due to procedural
issues.

(H) While the medicaid program and
SCHIP expansions to date have done much to
offset what otherwise would have been a signifi-
cant loss of coverage among children because of
declining access to employer coverage, the
shortcomings of previous expansions, such as
the failure to enroll all eligible children and
caps on enrollment in SCHIP because of under-

funding, also are clear.

“(5) No assETs TEST.—The State agrees to

not (or demonstrates that it does not) apply any as-
sets or resources test for eligibility under this title

or title XXI with respect to children.

“(6) ELIGIBILITY DETERMINATIONS AND RE-

“(A) IN GENERAL.—The State agrees for
purposes of initial eligibility determinations and
redeterminations of children under this title and
title XXT not to require a face-to-face interview
and to permit applications and renewals by
mail, telephone, and the Internet.

“(B)  NONDUPLICATION OF INFORMA-

TION.—
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“(1) IN GENERAL.—For purposes of
redeterminations of eligibility for currently
or previously enrolled children under this
title and title XXI, the State agrees to use
all information in its possession (including
information available to the State under
other Federal or State programs) to deter-
mine eligibility or redetermine continued
eligibility before seeking similar informa-
tion from parents.

TITLE III—TAX INCENTIVES FOR

SEC. 301. REFUNDABLE CREDIT FOR HEALTH INSURANCE
COVERAGE OF CHILDREN.

(a) IN GENERAL.—Subpart C of part IV of sub-
chapter A of chapter 1 of the Internal Revenue Code of
1986 (relating to refundable credits) is amended by redes-
ignating section 36 as section 37 and by inserting after

section 35 the following new section:
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“SEC. 36. HEALTH INSURANCE COVERAGE OF CHILDREN.

“(a) IN GENERAL.—In the case of an individual,
there shall be allowed as a credit against the tax imposed
by this subtitle an amount equal to so much of the amount
paid during the taxable year, not compensated for by in-
surance or otherwise, for qualified health insurance for
each dependent child of the taxpayer, as exceeds 5 percent
of the adjusted gross income of such taxpayer for such
taxable year.

“(b) DEPENDENT CHILD.—For purposes of this sec-
tion, the term ‘dependent child’ means any child (as de-
fined in section 152(f)(1)) who has not attained the age
of 19 as of the close of the calendar year in which the
taxable year of the taxpayer begins and with respect to
whom a deduction under section 151 is allowable to the
taxpayer.

“(¢) QUALIFIED HEALTH INSURANCE.—For pur-
poses of this section—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—The term ‘qualified health
insurance’ means insurance, either employer-pro-
vided or made available under title XIX or XXI of
the Social Security Aect, which constitutes medical
care as defined in section 213(d) without regard
to—

“(A) paragraph (1)(C) thereof, and
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“(B) so much of paragraph (1)(D) thereof
as relates to qualified long-term care insurance
contracts.
“(2) EXCLUSION OF CERTAIN OTHER CON-

TRACTS.—Such term shall not include insurance if a

substantial portion of its benefits are excepted bene-
fits (as defined in section 9832(¢)).

“(d) MEDICAL SAVINGS ACCOUNT AND HEALTH SAV-

INGS ACCOUNT CONTRIBUTIONS.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—If a deduction would (but
for paragraph (2)) be allowed under section 220 or
223 to the taxpayer for a payment for the taxable
yvear to the medical savings account or health sav-
ings account of an individual, subsection (a) shall be
applied by treating such payment as a payment for
qualified health insurance for such individual.

“(2) DENIAL OF DOUBLE BENEFIT.—No deduc-
tion shall be allowed under section 220 or 223 for
that portion of the payments otherwise allowable as
a deduction under section 220 or 223 for the taxable
yvear which 1s equal to the amount of credit allowed
for such taxable year by reason of this subsection.

“(e) SPECIAL RULES.

“(1) DETERMINATION OF INSURANCE COSTS.—

The Secretary shall provide rules for the allocation
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of the cost of any qualified health insurance for fam-
ily coverage to the coverage of any dependent child
under such insurance.

“(2) COORDINATION WITH DEDUCTION FOR
HEALTH INSURANCE COSTS OF SELF-EMPLOYED IN-
DIVIDUALS.—In the case of a taxpayer who is eligi-
ble to deduct any amount under section 162(I) for
the taxable year, this section shall apply only if the
taxpayer elects not to claim any amount as a deduc-
tion under such section for such year.

“(3) COORDINATION WITH MEDICAL EXPENSE
AND HIGH DEDUCTIBLE HEALTH PLAN DEDUC-

TIONS.—The amount which would (but for this

paragraph) be taken into account by the taxpayer
under section 213 or 224 for the taxable year shall
be reduced by the credit (if any) allowed by this see-
tion to the taxpayer for such year.

“(4) DENIAL OF CREDIT TO DEPENDENTS.
credit shall be allowed under this section to any indi-
vidual with respect to whom a deduction under sec-
tion 151 1s allowable to another taxpayer for a tax-
able year beginning in the calendar year in which
such individual’s taxable year begins.

“(5) DENIAL OF DOUBLE BENEFIT.—No credit

shall be allowed under subsection (a) if the credit
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under section 35 is allowed and no credit shall be al-
lowed under 35 if a credit is allowed under this sec-
tion.

“(6) ELECTION NOT TO CLAIM CREDIT.—This
section shall not apply to a taxpayer for any taxable
yvear 1f such taxpayer elects to have this section not
apply for such taxable year.”.

(b) INFORMATION REPORTING.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—Subpart B of part III of
subchapter A of chapter 61 of the Internal Revenue
Jode of 1986 (relating to information concerning
transactions with other persons) is amended by in-
serting after section 6050T the following new sec-

tion:

“SEC. 6050U. RETURNS RELATING TO PAYMENTS FOR

QUALIFIED HEALTH INSURANCE.

“(a) IN GENERAL.—Any governmental unit or any

person who, in connection with a trade or business con-
ducted by such person, receives payments during any cal-
endar year from any individual for coverage of a depend-
ent child (as defined in section 36(b)) of such individual
under creditable health insurance, shall make the return

described in subsection (b) (at such time as the Secretary

by regulations prescribe) with respect to each indi-

vidual from whom such payments were received.
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“(b) FORM AND MANNER OF RETURNS.—A return

is deseribed in this subsection if such return—
“(1) is in such form as the Secretary may pre-
seribe, and
“(2) contains—

“(A) the name, address, and TIN of the
individual from whom payments described in
subsection (a) were received,

“(B) the name, address, and TIN of each
dependent child (as so defined) who was pro-
vided by such person with coverage under cred-
itable health insurance by reason of such pay-
ments and the period of such coverage, and

“(C) such other information as the Sec-
retary may reasonably prescribe.

“(¢) CREDITABLE HEALTH INSURANCE.—For pur-
poses of this section, the term ‘creditable health insurance’
means qualified health insurance (as defined in section
36(c)).

“(d) STATEMENTS To BE FURNISHED TO INDIVID-
UALS WITH RESPECT TO WHOM INFORMATION IS RE-
QUIRED.—Every person required to make a return under
subsection (a) shall furnish to each individual whose name
i1s required under subsection (b)(2)(A) to be set forth in

such return a written statement showing—
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1 “(1) the name and address of the person re-
2 quired to make such return and the phone number
3 of the information contact for such person,

4 “(2) the aggregate amount of payments de-
5 seribed in subsection (a) received by the person re-

“(b) NoO EMPLOYER CONTRIBUTION REQUIRED.—An
employer shall not be required to contribute to the cost
of purchasing dependent coverage for a child by an indi-
vidual who 1s an employee of such employer.

“(¢) DEFINITION OF CHILD.—In this section, the
term ‘child” means an individual who has not attained 21
years of age.”.

(2) CLERICAL AMENDMENT.—The table of con-

“(a) REQUIREMENTS FOR COVERAGE.—A group
health plan, and a health insurance issuer providing health
Insurance coverage in connection with a eroup health plan,
shall offer an individual who is enrolled in such coverage
the option to purchase dependent coverage for a child of
the individual.

“(b) NoO EMPLOYER CONTRIBUTION REQUIRED.—An
employer shall not be required to contribute to the cost
of purchasing dependent coverage for a child by an indi-
vidual who is an employee of such employer.

“(¢) DEFINITION OF CHILD.—In this section, the
term ‘child” means an individual who has not attained 21
years of age.”.

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SEC. 402. EFFECTIVE DATE.

TITLE V—REVENUE PROVISION
SEC. 501. PARTIAL REPEAL OF RATE REDUCTION IN THE

tence:

“In the case of taxable years beginning during cal-

endar year 2005 and thereafter, the final item in the

fourth column in the preceding table shall be applied
by substituting for ‘35.0%’ such rate as the Sec-
retary determines is necessary to provide sufficient
revenues to offset the Federal outlays required to

implement the provisions of, and amendments made

by, the Kids Come First Act of 2005.”.
